4. Definition of “Other*”. —“Others” (not being "approved importers”) arc those who are 
resident in India, have the requisite financial capability of transacting the business as certified by a 
scheduled bank in India, arc dealers in items other than hides and skins listed in Scheules A, B-I 
or R*II vide Annexure I to this Public Notice; and have participated in the Indo-Afghan Trade in 
those commodities during any of the two years ending 28th Feb., 1974, and

9. Counter-balancing trade. —Trade with Afghanistan 111 respect of div fruits, asafoctida, 
cumin-seeds and medicinal nerbs and Schedule‘B-I’and'B-II’Items shall be sublet to a counter¬ 
balancing arrangement. Import oi these items will be permitted only if it complies vuth the procedure 
laid down in paras I =, iG, 17 and 18 below. 

10. ‘Import-flrat* Scheme. —Subject to paras, 15, iG, 17 and 18 below, the eligible impoiters 
should apply for CCPs for the import of dry fruits, asafoctida, cumin seeds and medicinal herbs

(ii) For import of asafoctida , cumin seeds and medicinal herbs', 

“Approved importers” having past imports of asafoetida, cumin seeds and medicinal 
herbs from Afghanistan during any of the five years men honed m (1) above can apply 
for import of these items. 
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Note. —If an “approved importer” finds it more advantageous to claim a CCP in the category 
of “others”, he can do so provided he does not claim a CCP as an “approved importer”. 
In such an event, the applicant will be required to produce a bank certificate in the pres¬ 
cribed proforma as also a bant guarantee equivalent to fifty per cent of the value of 
import licence in order to ensure counter-balancing the exports as required from appli¬ 
cants falling in the category of “others”. Such an applicant will not be eligible to apply 
as an “approved importer" until after he has fully discharged his counter-balancing export 
obligation against die CCP obtained by him m the category of “others”. 

(b) " Others" 

to the extent of the value of the applicant’s best year’s import of dry fruits, asafoetida, 
cumin seeds and medicinal herbs from Afghanistan m any of the two years, namely, March 
’7a to February ’73 and March '73 to February ’74, but not exceeding Rs. 30,000/- (Rupees 
thirty two thousand only). However, if the best year’s imports of an applicant are less 
than Rs. 33,000/-, he will be eligible to an increase of a8% on his best year’s imports of 
dry fruits, asafoetida, cumin seeds and medicinal herbs, Bubject to a maximum of Rs. 33,000/-. 
This will be subject to the production of a bank guarantee equivalent to 50% of the value 
applied for, in order to ensure the counter-balancing exports. Imports effected beyond 
28-9-74 against CCPs issued for the 1973-74 Wade arrangement period, would also be 
taken into account for calculating the entitlement for the period, protjdrd the eonsign- 
ments had left Afghanistan prior to an including s8lh February, 1974 In addition, 
they are also requited to furnish the following certificates:—

turnover of Rs. 25,000/- (Rupees Twenty five thousand only) during any one of the 
financial years it.

(1) tor computing past imports undrr Para 10, only such imports as were actually cleared 
from the Customs during the basic period for consumption in India (after payment of 
import duty), will be taken into account; 

(iij It will not be necessary for an “approved importer" to obtain a single CCP covering his 
entire initial entitlement under this Public Notice. He can if so desired, obtain more 
than one CCP for dry fruits, asafoetida, cumin seeds & medicinal herbs as long as the 
value of all the CCPs together does not exceed his initial entitlement, as referred to in 
sub-paragraph 10(a) above 

12(1). Counter-export* against import*.— CCPs for import of dry fruits, asafoetida, cumin 
seeds & medicinal herbs from Afghanistan will be granted to eligible applicants subject to the 
condition that the Licensee shall export of Afghanistan goods m Schedules B-I and B-II of a value 
equal to the value of imports. The period during which counter-balancing exports should be made 
hall extend unto 31st Aug 1978. However, a fresh CCP shall be issued only in terms of para 13

12(2). It will be a condition of the CCP that not less than 50% of the eounter-bilancin o ‘ 
exports «h»ll be of items listed in Schedule B-II. The export of Schedule B-II items shall take plac 
®ther before the export of Schedule B-I items or concurrently with the export of Schedule B-I item 
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ifl(g). The traders should in their own interest, ensure that they arc in a position to discharge 
their counter-export obligation in terms of this Public Notice, within the prescribed time limit, and 
In the prescribed ratio for items in Schedule B-I and Schedule B-II before they apply and obtain 
a CGP. In the event of their future, for whatsoever reason, to fulfil the conditions sub|ect to which 
the GGPs are gi anted to them, they will render themselves ineligible to receive any further QCP 
apart from any other action that may be taken under the Imports and Exports Trade Control/Foreigt*

Trade under this Public Notice will be conducted on the basis of letters of credit. 

13(2) The business will be transacted through State Bank of India at New Delhi, Amritsar, 
Bombay and Calcutta Branches and Da Afghanistan Bank, Kabul and Kandhar, 

13(3) The letters of credit shall provide for acceptance of not-negotiable copies/photo copies 
of original documents.

Attention of importers of asafoetida and cumin seeds is invited to the Prevention 
of Food Adulteration Rules and in their own interest, they are advised to ensure 
that asafoetida and cumin seeds, imported from Afghanistan conform to tile specifications 
prescribed under the aforesaid tales. In order to ensure that being (Gaaefoehda) 
imported by the importers conforms to the prescribed standard, Port Health Oigamsadons will test 
:ach consignment of asafoetida. The Port Health (Organisations after testing each consignment 
will seal the as foetidi (hing) bags under their own seal. These bags may not be further subjected 
to testing by State/I.ocal bodies so long as their seals are in tact and there is no evidence that the bags 
have been tampered with unless there arc some special reasons for the same. 

19. Documents to be produced to the Custom* authorities. —Besides’ other documents 
required to be pioduced to the Customs authorities at the time of clearance of goods, as laid down 
In this Public Notice the importers shall also have to produce necessary evidence vie. Exchange 
Control Copy of the GCP, against which the import is made, and/or a certificate from the 
negotiating bank, to show that payment in respect of the imported items has been duly channelised 
Jirough the designated Banks in accordance with the paragraph 13(a) of this Public Notice. 
The Customs authorities will allow clearance of imported items if otherwise in order, only on 
production of these documents.

Bonds with bank guarantee in fulfilment of counter export obligation as referred to m paragraph 
Ifl above shall he furnished to the licensing authorities mentioned in paragraph 6, who will watch 
performance and enforce the guarantee. It may be clarified that in cases where bank guarantee 
is required, the importei will have to furnish tne same in respect of each application for the grant 
of CCP for import In the event of the party’s failure to discharge the counter-obligation within 
the stipulated period and to furnish documentary evidence in support thereof, the amount of bank 
guarantee will be liable to furefi ilure, without prejudice to anv other action that may be taken 
in this bahalf, including disqualification from participating in the Indo-Afghan trade in future. 
The doeumcnarv evidence to be produced in suppoit of fulfilment of counter-obligation will be 
the same as indicated m paragraph 24 below In addition, the 1 mporters will he required to 
Submit information monthly m respect of imports/exports and the counter-balancing the export 
obligations fulfilled by them 111 the enclosed proforma (Annex ure II) so as to tearh the licensing 
authorities concerned by the toth of the succeeding month. 

22. Specimen of Bond Bonk guarantee form* —The speeimen of the bond/bank guarantee 
form to be furnished by importers is given in Annexurc III. It may be noted that the bond has to be 
countersigned by a scheduled bank, as a surety in token of their undertaking to pay the guaranteed 
amount to the licensing authority in the event oi default on the part of the importer. The bond 
form must be signed hv an officer duly authorised by the bank in this behalf. Tt may also be noted 
that bonds are to be furnished on a stamp paper or on a plain paper affixed with special adhesive 

stamps of the appropriate value, and Impressed with the dating machine, by a proper officer. 

23. Export Performance Guarantee from EOGG. —The importers, who find difficulty m 
depositing the full amount of rash with their banks in order to secure the requisite ‘bank guarantee', 
may approach their bankers, if they so desire, to obtain the ‘export performance guarantee’.* on 
their behalf, from the F „0 (I C (Export Credit and Guarantee Corporation of India, Express 
Towers (toth Floorj Nariman Point, Bombay- i)/ioA, Kasturba Gandhi Marg, New Delhi. 


24. Documentary evidence to bo produced —The following documents will constitute 

documentary evidence to be furnished in support of imports and exports.— 

Imports 1 Triplicate copy of the Customs Bill of Entry and the relevant invoices attested by 
Customs, and, in case the transaction has been earned through banking channels, 
bank memos. 

Exports , Shipping bills duly certified by the Customs that goods have been “shipped in full’’ 
and invoices duly certified by the Customs which should indicate the value and 
other details of Schedule ‘B-I’ and ‘B-II’ products actually exported, and bills of 
lading. 

25. Validity of C.C.P*.. —In tenns of this Public Notice, G.C.Ps. will be valid upto goth 
June, 1978. 

26. Dl*trlbutlon of C.C.P*. —The Customs authorities will send the Customs copy of CCP to 
the concerned licensing authority direct, indicating the actual utilisation of the quantity and the 
value covered by each C.C P. in the prescribed form on the reverse of the permit. The exchange 
central copy will as at present, be handed back to the unporter to be furnished to the Reserve Bank 
of India, duly stamped and signed 

27 Distribution of Transit Certificate*,—’ The importers while presenting the CCP to th c 
Customs authorities concerned will produce live copies of the Transit Certificates issued by the Afghan 
Government. One copy of the transit certificate will be retained by the Customs, the second copy 
will be forwarded to the Reserve Bank of India, and the third and the fourth copies will be sent by 
them to the Office of the Chief Controller of Imports ffc Exports, Udyog Bhawan, New Delhi, for 
onward transmission to the Afghan Government and Indian Embassy in Kabul. The fifth copy 

is to be forwarded by the Customs authorities to the licensing authority concerned. 

28 Imports to be made on outright purchase basis. —Imports and exports between India 
and Afghanistan will take place only on outright purchase basis. 


• Tn-* ‘ E tpit t Ik 1 fin in Hire Guaiautee has been evolve 1 by EQGG, to help linportera/exporters 
to secure, on easier terms, bank guarantees they have to furnish in rourse of their nnport/export 
business For giving the guarantee the banks require the exporters to deposit varying amounts of 
cash, depending on their staudiog. To the extent they have to make a cash deposit, their resources 
are blocked. This guarantee seeks to help the unporteis/exporters to obtain the bank guarantee
